NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 14th April, 1981 

S.R.O. 13(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution and in consulta¬ 
tion with the UPSC, the President hereby makes the following 
rules further to amend the Armed Forces Headauarters 
Civil Service Rules, 1968, namely :— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Armed Forces 
Headquarters Civil Service (Amendment) Rules, 1981. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their rmbli- 
cation in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Third Schedule to the Armed Forces Head¬ 
quarters Civil Service Rules, 1968, against the post of 
Assistant (G'oup ‘B’, Non-Gazetted), in column 3, under 
the heading “Substantive vacancies”,— 


(i) In clause (a), after the first proviso and before the 
expression thereunder the following proviso shall be added, 
namely : — 

“Provided also that if sufficient number of candidates 
are not available for filling up the vacancies in 
any year by direct recruitment as aforesaid, the 
unfilled vacancies in the direct recruitment quota 
shall be filled by the substantive appointment of 
temporary officers of the Grade of Assistant in 
the manner indicated in clause (b).”; 

(ii) for clause (b) and notes thereunder, the following 
clause shall be substituted, namely :— 

“(b) The remaining substantive vacancies including 
unfilled vacancies in the direct recruitment quota 
in any year shall be filled by substantive appoint¬ 
ment in the order of seniority of temporary officers 
of the Grade, who have completed the period of 
probation satisfactorily, subject to the rejection of 
the unfit.’’; 

(iii) after clause (b) as so substituted, the following 
clause shall be inserted, namely :— 

“(c) Notwithstanding anything coniained in clauses (a) 
and (b), the substantive vacancies reserved for 
direct recruitment in the Grade of Assistant as 
on the 30th June, 1980, against which no direct 
recruits have been appointed till that date, plus 
fifty per cent of the number of such substantive 
vacancies, may be filled by substantive appoint¬ 
ments made after the date of commencement of the 
Armed Forces Headquarters Civil Service (Amend¬ 
ment) Rules, 1981, in the order of seniority of 
temporary officers of the Grade, who have com¬ 
pleted the period of probation satisfactorily, subject 
to the rejection of the unfit. 

Note : For the purpose of calculating the number of 
substantive vacancies reserved for direct recruit¬ 
ment as on 30th June, 1980, vacancies filled 
through the Assistants’ Grade Examination. J 979 
shall be excluded.” ; 

(iv) after clause (c) as so inserted, the following clause 
shall be inserted, namely:— 

“(d) The relative seniority of the officers appointed 
substantively in accordance wiih the provisions of 
clauses (a) and (b) will be determined according to 
the rotation of vacancies between departmental 
promotees and direct recruits which shall be based on 
the quotas of vacancies reserved for promotion arid 
direct recruitment: 

Provided that persons appointed substantively to 
the Grade in any year against direct lecruitment 
vacancies for which direct recruits are not available 
shall be placed en bloc below ihe last direct recruit 
appointed in that year, irrespective of the quotas 
reserved for direct recruits and departmental promo¬ 
tees. 

Note’— (1) Persons appointed substantively in accor¬ 
dance with the provisions of clause (c) shall 
be assigned seniority inter se in the order in which 
they are so appointed and such persons shall be placed 
on bloc above the direct recruits of the Assistants 
Grade Examination, 1979 appointed in the Grade of 
Assistant. 

(2) Reservation of vacancies against the quota reserved 
for direct recruitment, for Scheduled Castes and 
Scheduled Tribes and released Emergency Com¬ 
missioned officers and Short Service Regular Com¬ 
missioned officers shall be in accordance with the 
rules and orders issued by the Government from time 
to time. 

(3) Substantive vacancies at (a) may be filled tempo¬ 
rarily by promotion from Upper Division Grade of 
the Armed Forces Headquarters Clerical Service on 
the basis of seniority, subject to the rejection of the 
unfit. Such promotions shall be terminated when the 
nominees of the Commission become available to 
fill the substantive vacancies.”
